men and women who have served in past wars by holding a parade in downtown Des
Moines. The office of the Governor announced they are calling the parade “A Salute to
our Veterans and Service Members.” The parade begins at 10:00 a.m. on Saturday,
June 30, 2012, beginning at the foot of the lowa Capitol and ending at Vets Auditorium.

The statewide parade is being coordinated by the lowa Department of Veterans Affairs,
the lowa National Guard, and the Governor’s office. Retired Col. Robert King is heading
up the parade planning and anticipates a big crowd. In a recent interview, King stated, “I
think every opportunity that we can take to thank our service members and our veter-
ans is crucial.”

Jodi Tymeson, Executive Director, lowa Department of Veterans Affairs said, “As we
honor our veterans and thank their families, we must also educate our children about
the importance of service and sacrifice.”

General Timothy Orr believes this is a “great opportunity for lowans to celebrate their
veterans,” and Governor Branstad stated that “it is important to honor our heroes here
at home.”

The parade will be led by a riderless horse — symbolizing lowa’s fallen warriors who will
ride no more. Sixty-five lowans died in the Iraq war and 20 in the Afghanistan war.

In addition to honoring the achievements and dedication of lowa’s service men and
women, the parade will also be timely because this year marks the 150" anniversary
of the Civil War, the 60t anniversary of the Korean War, and the 50" anniversary of
the Vietham War.

Funeral services for Sgt. 1t Class Edris Arthur Viers of Swan, lowa were held on Friday April 27, 2012 at the Mason
Funeral Home in Pleasantville, lowa. Burial followed in the Swan Cemetery with full military honors by the lowa
National Guard — more than 60 years after he was declared deceased.

Edris A. Viers was born on May 29, 1918 on a farm near Swan, (Marion County) lowa, the son
of William W. Viers and Mable (Beason) Viers. He enlisted in the United States Army on
November 9, 1940 and served during World War Il in New Guinea and the Philippines. He then
reenlisted and was deployed to Korea in 1950 and served with Battery 555, Field Artillery
Battalion. Eddie went missing in action and was presumed dead on August 12, 1950 during
the notorious firefight at Pongam-ni — later known as the “Battle of Bloody Gulch.” More
than 100 soldiers from two U.S. army units were killed in the battle itself, and dozens more
were later executed by North Korean forces. He was officially declared deceased on Decem-
ber 31, 1953, but his remains were not identified. Eddie's unknown remains were buriedin a
US Military Cemetery near Masan, South Korea and in 1956 they were moved to the National  sg¢. 15t class Edris Viers
Memorial Cemetery known as the “Punchbowl” in Honolulu, Hawaii and placed in the un-

known section. In late 2011, the unidentified remains were positively identified as Sgt. 15t Class Edris A. Viers.

Sergeant First Class Viers was awarded the Purple Heart, the Good Conduct Medal, the Korean Service Medal, the
United Nations Service Medal, the National Defense Service Medal, the Korean Presidential Unit Citation, the Repub-
lic of Korea War Service Medal, the Asia-Pacific Theater Medal with 3 Bronze Stars, the World War Il Victory Medal,
and the Army of Occupation Medal.

Surviving are his niece, Mabel Flaig of Hartford; nephews, Jerry Dabb of Kingman, Arizona, Jerry Viers of Swan,
William A. Viers and Alan Viers of Indianola and Larry Viers of Des Moines. [Sources: Des Moines Register and lowa

60t Anniversary Observance for Korean War Era Veterans

Beginning June 25, 2012, the Korean War Commemoration Committee will launch “The Year of the Korean War
Veteran” marking the 60" Anniversary of the Korean War.

In lowa, a personalized certificate of appreciation, signed by U.S. Secretary of Defense Leon E. Panetta is available
to all Korean War-era veterans and the family members who supported them at a celebration on Saturday, July 14,
2012. Eligible veterans or their families must sign up with the DoD to receive the certificate, which will include their
name, rank, and unit of assignment. For more information, contact Sherrie Colbert, lowa Gold Star Museum:

Star Museum has received the names of over 1400 Korean War veterans who have applied for the certificates.

“We have taken our stand on the side of Korea and our pledge of faith to that
nation is a witness to all the world that we champion liberty wherever the tyranny
of communism is the aggressor.” — President Harry S. Truman, June 27, 1950.

A few historical facts:

On June 25, 1950, 75,000 soldiers from the North Korea’s People’s Army poured across the 38t Parallel — the
boundary between the Soviet-backed Democratic People’s Republic of Korea to the north and the pro-Western
Republic of Korea to the south. The South Korean people simply say “6-2-5” (pronounced yoo-gee-o0), June 25%,
to remember the beginning of the war that divides their homeland to this day.

Actual hostilities occurred from June 27, 1950 to July 27, 1953. However, the war period was extended to
January 31, 1955 by Congress to define a period of benefit eligibility in the wake of uneasy peace negotiations
after July 27, 1953. The Korean border remains near its prewar location along the 38" Parallel, with a demilita-
rized zone formally separating North and South. No formal truce was ever signed.

There were 6.8 million American men and women who served during the Korean War period (6-27-1950 to 1-31-
1955).

54,200 Americans died in the service during the period of hostilities; of these, 33,700 were actual battle deaths.

There were 7,140 POWs during the Korean War. Of these, 4,418 returned to the United States, 2,701 died, and
21 refused repatriation.

lowa played a large part in this war, sending approximately 8,000 soldiers to Korea. More than 500 were killed
and 70 lowans are still listed as MIA.

There have been 131 recipients of the Congressional Medal of Honor among Korean War veterans. One lowan
received the medal for his act of valor: Sergeant First Class Junior D. Edwards, (born October 7, 1926 in
Indianola and entered service in Indianola, lowa), sacrificed his life to hold a key position on January 2, 1951,

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Honoring lowa’s Veterans
May 7, 2012 Vietnam Veterans Recognition Day

This year marks the 50*" anniversary of the beginning of the Vietnam War. In his Presidential Proclamation observing
Vietnam Veterans Day, President Obama stated, “Eleven years of combat left their imprint on a generation. Thou-
sands returned home bearing shrapnel and scars; still more were burdened by the invisible wounds of post-traumatic
stress, of Agent Orange, of memories that would never fade. More than 58,000 laid down their lives in service to our
Nation. Now and forever, their names are etched into two faces of black granite, a lasting memorial to those who

bore conflict’s greatest cost.”

On May 7t, 2012 lowans re-
membered their Vietnam Vet-
erans at their own black gran-
ite wall and honored their
comrades who are no longer
here with us and to welcome
those who are. During the
Vietnam War years, (1964-
1973), 115,000 lowans
served in all branches of the
military. Their average age
was 19. Eight hundred and

sixty-nine lowans became ca-
sualties of the Vietham War.
Five of those Vietnam veter-
ans earned the Congressional
Medal of Honor for their brav-
ery. Those Medal Honor re-
cipients were: John F. Baker,
U.S. Army; George E. Day,
U.S. Air Force; Merlyn Hans
Dethlefsen, U.S. Air Force;
Robert J. Hibbs, U.S. Army;
and Jimmie E. Howard, U.S.

Transfer of Post-9/11 GI-Bill Benefits to Dependents (TEB)

Veterans who retired with post-911 eligibility but didn't transfer the benefit may be allowed to transfer
benefits after all. Requests to transfer of Post-9/11 Gl Bill entitlement to spouses or dependents must be made
while still in the Armed Forces. Veterans who believe they were not informed of the requirement to transfer entitle-
ment while still in service can request a Correction of Military Records to Allow Transferability by submitting a DD
Form 149, “Application for Correction of Military Record Under the Provisions of Title 10, U.S.C, § 1552” to their
service Board for Correction of Military Records. The Boards for Correction of Military Records have the mission to
correct errors in or remove injustices from military records. Determinations on correcting military records to allow
transfer of entitlement will be made on a case-by-case basis. You can find additional information here:

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Joint VA/DOL Program Launches to Retrain 99,000 Unemployed Veterans

Information about the VRAP program was briefly mentioned in the last issue of this newsletter. Below find an
expanded overview of this program.

Starting May 15, unemployed Veterans between the ages of 35 and 60 can now apply for new benefits to cover
education costs for up to one year through a joint Department of Veterans Affairs and Department of Labor (DOL)
program that focuses on retraining 99,000 veterans for high-demand jobs.

“This important tool will help those who served our country receive the education and training they need to find
meaningful employment in a high-demand field,” said Secretary of Veterans Affairs, Eric K. Shinseki. “Veterans are
disciplined, hard working, goal-oriented team members who can play a vital role in helping businesses and the
economy grow.”

As part of a provision of the Veterans Opportunity to Work (VOW) to Hire Heroes Act of 2011, the Veteran Retraining
Assistance Program (VRAP) allows qualifying veterans to receive up to 12 months of assistance equal to the full-time
Montgomery Gl Bill — Active Duty rate — currently $1,473 per month.

Veterans can apply on a first-come, first-serve basis for VRAP beginning on May 15, 2012 for programs that begin
on or after July 1, 2012. Assistance under this benefit program ends on March 31, 2014.

To qualify veterans must:

Be 35-60 years old, unemployed on the day of application, and not dishonorably discharged;
Start education or training after July 1, 2012, in a VA-approved program of education offered by a community
college or technical school leading to an associate degree, non-college degree or a certificate for a high-demand
occupation as defined by the DOL;
+ Not be eligible for any other VA education benefit program (e.g. Post-9/11 Gl Bill, Montgomery Gl Bill, Vocational
Rehabilitation and Employment);
Not be enrolled in a federal or state job training program within the last 180 days;
Not receive VA compensation at the 100% rate due to individual unemployability (I1U).

Upon completion, the Labor Department will engage with participants within 30 days after their training to help them
find good jobs that utilize their newly learned skills.

Veterans are also encouraged to visit the nearly 3,000 One-Stop Career Centers across the nation for assistance from
staff, Local Veterans' Employment Representatives (LVERS), and Disabled Veterans' Outreach Program (DVOP) spe-
cialists.
